Dear Senator Sinema, 


On October 3, 2022 the Supreme Court denied my latest petition, #21-1493. This was a paid 
petition that cost me about $2300 total. On November 3rd, my Petition for Rehearing showed up 
on the Supreme Court’s website, docketed on #21-1493. This tells of the latest evidence of fraud 
on the United States Court, and asks the Justices to remove violence from American medicine. 
See attached. My impression is the Justices would prefer to not have to deal with me. I’m fairly 
certain the Justices were aware of my latest denied petition, on account of my Application 
#22A181 (most petitions are only read by three clerks, who write summaries for the Justices). 


This letter is a followup to my 10-14-22 request for a meeting regarding my efforts to establish 
Medical Freedom as one of our fundamental rights that is already protected by the United States 
Constitution. Your staff’s canned response was about the WHO and “pandemic preparedness”, 
and did not say anything meaningful about the violence of Planet Earth’s failed response to 
2020’s cold-and-flu season. Our “pandemic” is of bad medicine (mainly poisoning patients with 
oxygen), not just ‘viruses’.

I posted my email to your office on Archive.org as a public, non-changeable version of my 
correspondence with your office. This is “-2” because I decided to redact. I told the mentioned 
friend of my contact to your office. She said she likes you, and told of your visit when she was at 
the state prison in Perryville (maybe around 20087). 


I define “medical freedom” as allowing people to make medical decisions for themselves: 
refusing agony-inducing medications, participation without coercion in medical experiments 
with “Emergency Use Authorization” injections, removing failed pregnancies from their uterus 
before the supposed ‘heartbeat’ stops’, etc. It’s funny how many people on the political fringes 
only support 2 of these 3 examples.

Earlier this year I sent Congressman Paul Gosar a comprehensive request for congressional 
oversight of the Supreme Court of the United States, on account of the Court’s first denial of 
Petition #21-6444. I interpret Congressman Gosar’s response (presumably written by his staff) as 
saying the United States Court is only available to people who can find and afford a “competent 
attorney”. My request for oversight clearly stated I can't afford an attorney. 


I haven’t yet posted Congressman Gosar’s letter on the internet. I thought it’d be courteous to ask 
Dr. Gosar if his letter was just his staff’s response to my letter, or if Dr. Gosar himself is a 
constitutional hypocrite. I have printouts of my request for oversight to Congressman Gosar. 

That was before I realized I could use Archive.org to publicly document my efforts. 


My case numbers at the Supreme Court are 18M102, 19M57, 21-6444 (x2), 21-1493 (x2), and 
22A181. The denied motions were requests to file petitions under seal, as is the custom for cases 
involving “mental health”. 


Attached are the 8 pages of the petition. The Clerk did NOT scan my appendices (38 pages). The 
three appendices are the first three attachments submitted on Application #22A181: Attachment 
A -> Appendix H, Attachment B -> Appendix I, Attachment C -> Appendix J.

(“Lower Court Orders/Opinions”. Attachment D is a crime, Attachment E, F & G are evidence of 
this crime. Attachments A & B are from the Maricopa Superior Court’s public record.) 


If you support “Medical Freedom” - people having the right to make medical decisions for 
themselves - I ask you to work with Congressman Gosar to ask the Chief Justice of the United 
States if there’s any chance Medical Freedom can be found in the Bill of Rights, or if it must be 
legislated into existence. 


I think refusing injections of any type should be anyone’s right, but what do I know? Doctors 
must get a thrill when they get to use haloperidol on the powerless, as this was the Soviets’ 
preferred medication for torture of political dissidents. 


The tragedy of our mental health system is how the Quakers figured out, hundreds of years ago, 
how to adequately help people having ‘episodes’: compassion, a safe place (““Asylum’’), 4 meals 
a day, and meaningful activities. This is well-documented by the historical record. 


I think appealing to the Party’s fringe must be a requirement to be in the Congress. All your 
colleagues have to pretend like they only care about two-thirds of ‘medical freedom’. Arizona is 
a purple state: we need you to be a purple Senator. If Senator Kelly loses his election, it is 
because America is betrayed by “Medicine”, and he could not apologize for all the stupid 
interventions Congress was tricked into passing.
